Will Not Go Abroad.

J, M. Daly, superintendent of trans-
portation of the Delaware, Lackawan-
na and Western railroad, was in the
clity yeaterday and stated that Gen-
eral Superintendent E, G, Russell will
not go abroad for hia health and retire
temporarily from the company's ser-
viee,

Mr. Russell has been Indisposed for
some time, and is now under the care
of Dr, Eddy at Oswego, N, Y., but in
all probabllity will be able to resume
his dutles by the first of April,

During his absence much of the work
connected with the general superin-
tendent's office devolves upon Mr. Daly,
owing to the close relationship between
them, and in consequence he has been
in New York several days during the
past week,

No. 6 Train Delayed.

The Delaware, Lackawanna and
‘Western passenger train running be-
tween Buffalo and New York, which is
due in thig clty at 3.50 p. m., was an
hour and thirty minutes late in arriv-
ing yesterday afternoon.

The delay was caused by a disabled
engine, which gave out between Bing-
hamton and Elmira.

New Order on the Contral.

Lately the Central Railioad company
i3 taking up the Lehigh Valley
scheme of retrenchmont, In  cutting
down the erews all over the road, whe:-
ever the management deems It advisa-
ble to do so.

Yosterday an order was fssued by
Trainmaster M, M. Richy, of the Cen-
tral, which dispenses with the brake-
men heretofore on all pushars or use-
sisting engincs on the branches of the
road and over the meountuins. The
order reads that the assisting engines
on all trains are congidaved a part of
the regular train and the flagmen ost
be gaverned accordingly. ‘These push-
ers are used on the Tamaqua branch
on nearly all traine as well as on the
Wilkes-Barre mountain.

The second item in the poliey i= to
do away with one brakeman on all ore
traing between Msuch Chunk and
Rockaway, Including ihe Rockaway
hranch of the Central Rallroad of New
Jersey. Heretofore these trains had
but two brakemen and now they will
be sent over the road with only one,—

Order for Engines.

One of the largest singla criers for
engines ever bonoked by a lieomotive-
bullding firm in this country I8 that
Just recelved by the Baldwin works
from the Baltimore and Ohlo rallroad.
The order calls for 190 compound can-
solldated frelght engines. and is sup-
plementary to one for sixty-fiva engines
of a gimilar character placed by the
company with this firm some months
aAgo. A number of these have heen
delivered and are in servies, while the
balance will be ready for delivery in a
short time.

While the 100 engines jJust ordered
are to be of the same styld and general
character as the gixty-five included in
the previous order, somo oxporhiments
frg to be tried with r few of them.
These ‘will be equipped with wood-
burnjnt fire boxes, and two of them
with voung Cornellus Vanlerblit's pat-
ent fire box. The engin=s are to be
delivered as rapldly as the firm ecan
turh them out.

Thé Baldwins have succeaded In se-
curing Rnother ploncer ordor for Amer-
ican enginea from abroad. 'This is
from the Paris and Orlcans “ullway of
France, which haa placed an order for
thirty 10-wheeled passeng:r engines.
It g the first locomotive contract ever
pl by this rallwav in Amerlca.
Work upon other foreign contracis is
progressing rapldly, and the firm has
just completed and has rcody for ship-
ment on the steamship Wilhemina on
Thursday thirty-one lacomotives for
the Chinese jastern rallway,

The shipment of thése engines will
eomplete the order for seventy-one
p with the firm some months ago.
The ten locomotives for the Btate rall-
way of France are being pushed to
completion, and they will be ready for
shipment about the middle of Aprit,

There Is great rallroad activity at
Nakarcth, The Jersey Central has made
surveys and is about to bulld a spur
from Bath to Nasareth, as well as an-
other from Bath to Blegfried; the Ban-
wor and Portland has 160 men to start
to work today to bulld from Nasareth,
through Georgetown and Bath to Slat-
Ington and the Lehigh Valley Traction
company is sald to be getting ready to
extend its trolley road from Blegfried
to Nazareth through Bath.

It is not generally known that about
four months ago the employes of the
track department of the Delaware,
Lackawanna and Western rallroad
were given the benefit of an Increase
in wages. Previous to Novamber 1,
1809, trackmen or moctlon hands were
pald at the rate of eleven cents per
hour, track foremen were pald §40 per
month and the salary of the roadmas-
ter was considerably below the stand-
ard for such position, Since that time,
however, the trackmen receive twelva
cents per hour, the foreman's salary
has been Increased to #6 and the road-
master's salary has been ralsed to the
standard, $100 per month, The advance
was voluntarily made and was a pleas-
ing rurprise to those who are benefitted
thereby,
